Hoover 
had said he would get even with Sut­ 
ton and openly accused him several 
times of causing his daughter to hate 
him and turn from him. Sutton drove 
to the house In the afternoon with a 
wagon to remove the daughter s goods. 
A scuffle was heard and Hoover, after 
shots had b een fired, ran down the 
steps and escaped. Sutton’s b ody was 
found lying on the steps 
Hoover was 
arrested soon afterward. 
Since her husb and’s Incarceration at 
Michigan City, Hoover’s wife has b een 
untiring in her efforts to save him.

Chicago, Nov. 13.—The attem pt to 
m n passenger trains on the Chicago 
City railway, one of the two great sur­ 
face lines of the city, with non-union 
crews was ab andoned late yetserday 
afternoon, and with the exception of 
the mail-car service, which was car­ 
ried out according to the regular 
schedule, traffic on all the lines con­ 
trolled b y the company was at a com­ 
plete standstill. 
Another effort is b e­ 
ing made b y the management of the 
road today to b reak the strike. 
As 
many trains as could b e manned b y 
non-union crews were put In service. 
Each train carries half a dozen police­ 
men as a b odyguard to protect the 
crews from th© violence of strike sym­ 
pathizers. 
Derogatory rem arks regarding the 
union b y an armed non union employe 
of the company caused a rio* at 36th 
and State streets last night. The man 
was chased into the engine house 
near b y, and b efore the police could 
reach the spot a mob of 2.000 persons 
surrounded the place, howling for the 
life of the refugee. 
A squad of police­ 
men after a great deal of difficulty 
finally quelled the disturb ance and re­ 
moved the man to a place of safety. 
Constant scenes of disorder over a 
district 
approximately 
fifty 
square 
miles in extent resulted yesterday 
from the inauguration of the strike. 
All along the lines wherever cars were 
•tarted, strike sympathizers made des­ 
perate onslaughts on the crews, con­ 
tinuing as long as cars remained on 
the tracks. The tie-up was rn add com­ 
plete. 
A numb er of cars were wrecked, 
and that no person was killed is no 
fault of the rioters. 
One man had his 
hack b roken and the first shot of the 
strike was Ared at W ashington ave­ 
nue and W est 69th street 
where a 
mob of several hundred persons tried 
to hold up a train. 
Many persons, 
chiefly non-union streetcar men. were 
injured b y flying stones or splintered 
glass. Two women were among those 
hurt. 
Excepting a few dozen passengers 
who had to flee from the cars, the 
300.000 daily patron* of the company 
were forced to all sorts of other meth­ 
ods in order to get down town and 
b ack 
With faces and b ands b leeding 
from the attacks of the strikers, mo­ 
tormen, gripmen and conductors who 
tried to run trains returned to the 
b arns and refused to go out again un­ 
less the trains b ore platoons of police 
or patrol wagons were alongside. 
The police confined their efforts to 
seeing that the passage of cars from 
the b arns was unob structed and that 
crowds and b lockades in the streets 
were quickly cleared. 
This was done 
under orders from Mayor Carter H. 
Harrison, whose announced purpose 
was to preserve an impartial attitude, 
taking sides neither for nor against 
the strikers or the streetcar company, 
which is a private corporation, the 
lines of which- extend through the 
south side of the city, radiating from 
the b usiness center. 
As a result of the tie up of the sur­

Utah and 
w estern Colorado are b eing swept b y 
a storm that has resulted In ai. almost 
total prostration of telegraph service 
over that territory, and in tho moun­ 
tains has all b ut tied up the railroads 
in a regular midwinter b lockade. The 
st oral is still raging with unab ated 
fury. For five days rain has b een fall­ 
ing without cessation in the Puget 
sound country. 
The rain turned into 
snow yesterday, accompanied b y wind 
which is b lowing at the rate of thirty- 
five miles an hour 
Heavy gales are 
reported 
clong 
the 
entire 
Pacific 
coast. In California accompanied b y 
torrential r^ins. 
Co far however, no 
marine disasters have b een reported. 
In the gorges of the Cascade moun­ 
tains snow is reported to b e four feet 
deep. 
Rail mad traffic Is seriously Im­ 
peded in consequence. 
At Helena and 
Butte and over the ranges of central 
and eastern Montana the storm has 
turned into a b linding b lizzard, with 
eight Inches of snow at Helena, six 
inches at Butte.

The followin g is the d escription as fur­ 
n ished by Col. Gowd y. 
The large coin on the en d of the mal­ 
let circulated at M alta d uriug the reign 
of Gran d Master Man e©I d e Vilhen a. Vil­ 
li© n a as Bali Af of Acre, was elected Gran d 
Master Jun e 19, 1722. 
To him was d oe 
the erection of man y fin e build in gs, in ­ 
clud in g a theater, forts an d mon umen ts, 
to be seen in Malta tod ay. 
He was very 
human e an d gave much mon ey to the 
poor. 
He d ied December 12, 1736. 
The 
two smaller alias on the head of the 
mallet circulated d urin g the reign of 
Emman uele d e Rohan , on e of the most 
popular Gran d Masters ever elected . He 
gave mach of his time to ed ucation an d 
built an d en d owed schools an d the pies- 
©ut Un iversity of Malta. 
He estab­ 
lished , with the aid of an Italian lawyer, 
a cotie of laws kn own as the “ Rohan 
Cod e.” 
He built fort* aud other works 
of d efeuse which are to be seen tod ay in 
fair con d ition , bot out of d ate. 
He d ied 
in 1797. 
The two small coin s on the en d of the 
haud le of the mallet were in circulation 
in the year 1798 in tile Islan d of Sicily, 
where man v of the Kn ights of Malta re­ 
tired u|» on bein g ban ished from Malta 
by the Fren ch in the a bove year. 
When 
the Fren ch took (Kisses*) on of Malta 
they gave the Kn ights three d ays to 
leave aud to each was given the sum of 
mon ey equal ta about $15. 
The gavel came in a highly polished 
an d d ecorated box on which was a silver 
plate, with the won ts “ Presen ted by 
John K. Gowd y, to Phoen ix Lod ge, No. 
72, F. & A. M., Rushville, la d .”
